Food bank reports 
'shocldng’ demand

University sees 
twice as many 
users as same 
time last year

j'Mmost 300 students used the 
University of Alberta's food 
bank this September, double 
the number from September 
2015, while food banks across 
the city are seeing increased 
demand. 

“it was a little shocking," 
said U of A food bank executive 
director Caitlin Phare, noting 
that October is also on track 
to be a record-setting month. 

When it comes to budget¬ 
ing students tend to plan for 
a year in advance. Phare said, 
so last year the full effect of 
the economic downturn hadn't 
hit yet. But this fall, they're 
feeling it. 

“Jobs aren't available, re¬ 
sources aren't available, tuition 
isn't going up. but it's still not 
cheap." she said. “Pood is more 
expensive, gas is more expen¬ 
sive, it's the culmination of a 
lot of things." 

She said the increased de¬ 
mand is a canary in the campus 
coal mine: By the time students 
walk through her door they're 


usually really getting desper¬ 
ate, implying a larger group is 
also struggling to get by. 

Phare said she is banking 
on next week's Trick or TrEAT 
Food Drive to bring in much of 
their stock for the year. 

Most years the 200 or so 
volunteers going around 
university neighbonrhoods 
bring in about 8,000 pounds of 
food, but this year she's really 


hoping for 10.000. 

It's not just students wbio are 
reaching out in record num¬ 
bers. Over at the Edmonton 
Eood Bank, executive director 
Marjorie Benez said they now' 
reguliirly sen'e 20,000 people a 
mo nth, an increase of at least 
a third over last year. 

“I've been w'ith the organiza¬ 
tion for 25 years and 1 haven't 
seen the challenges we've seen 


this year,'" she said. 

The challenges include the 
economic dow'nturn, the Fort 
McMurray fire and an influx 
of refugees, she said. 

Hampers are going out with¬ 
out the same variety of fochd 
they had last year, and on occa¬ 
sion they've had to turn aw'ay 
groups who've volunteered to 
sort food, because there wasn't 
enough to sort.

Demand for 
new buildings 
not keeping up 
with growth

Kids in Kdinontan's growing 
sfuith are still being bussed 
inside the dt>' to go to class, 
as school boards grapple wdth 
the need for new builds on the 
fringes. 

On -VIondayK Edmonton city 
council will review a bylaw 
thiit recommends land in Glen- 
ridding Heights be rezoned for 
the development of a school. 
Currently, the land is zoned as 
urban park space. 

But vVnnie Aliens ^ president 
of the Windermere commun¬ 
ity league^ says she needs to see 
actual build announcements to 
gel excited for new schools in 
Glenridding. 

“Yes, it’s great there's a pos¬ 
sibility for a school there,“ she 
said. "But whether or not that 


possibility' is realized is where 
it hinges for our excitement 
level.'" 

Edmonton is seeing the fasl- 
est population grov»^:h in the 
southeast and southwe6t^ mean¬ 


ing high demand for schools. 

In fact, Edmonton Public 
Schools and Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic Schools have called for sue 
and three new builds in south¬ 
west and southeast Edmonton, 


respectively* via their capital 
reports. 

‘ihe city report going to coun¬ 
cil also says it expects a stu¬ 
dent population of 927 in Glen- 
ridding Heights alone. 


Boris Radyo, assistant super¬ 
intendent of educational plan¬ 
ning with Edmonton Catholic 
Schools* said the board pro¬ 
jected its new school near Glen- 
ridding would have about 400 


students. 

When it opened in Septem¬ 
ber* it actually had BOO students. 
Radj'o said, adding the school's 
capacitj^ is 900 students 

“So what we^re seeing is ex¬ 
tremely fast student population 
growth in Windermere, Amble- 
side* Glenridding and Keswick," 
he said. '“Really* we can't get 
(more schools) fast enough.'" 

Allers said kids from the 
southwest are even applying 
for schools in the southeast. 

“It would have been nice to 
have these schools yesterday*'" 
she said. 

Though there was no fund¬ 
ing in the government's 201 fi 
budget for new schools, both 
Edmonton boards have sub¬ 
mitted their 2017-2020 to the 
province. 

'The government’s five-year 
plan, though* includes $500' 
miUion for new schcxtl projects 
beginning in 2017. 

Radyo said Edmonton Cath¬ 
olic will begin its next capital 
plan in Januaryt 

In September, two new 
schools will open in southeast 
Edmonton, located in Summer- 
side and Walker. Both of those 
schools will have a capacity of 
900 students each.

Expect downtown Edmonton's 
%tiLTLnt office towers to turn into 
innovative spaces in the near 
future — think collabonttive 
workspaces for startups* art 
studios or micro-apartments. 

This week, Coun. Andrew 
Knack will introduce a notice 
of motion that calls on the city 
to look at alternative ways Ed¬ 
monton's empty downtown 
tower spaces can be used. 

Knack is open to all creative 
ideas at this point and said he 
wants to get a grip on the grow¬ 
ing downtown vacancy rale so 
that it doesn't hit 20 to 25 per 
cent — as some fear thanks 
to an infliut of new buildings. 

“It's still going to be lough. 
VVeTe not going to be perfect," 
he said. “But I'd like us to see us 
stop at the 20 per cent mark." 


In facti the Edmonton Eco¬ 
nomic Development Corpora¬ 
tion (EEDC) has been working 
on this idea for the past yean 
according to EEDC Hresident 
and CEO Brad Ferguson. 

Ferguson said he's seen some 
“ dynamite" ideas already sur¬ 
face* including yoga studios* 
pop-up retail* mini-markets

and shared spaces for startups. 

“Those are all ideas from 
the downtown core that stimu¬ 
late more ideas from building 
owners and developers*" he 
said. “Action is already start¬ 
ing. We're working with busi¬ 
ness owners today on whiit they 
can do* in a conversation point 
of wewt" 


Knack said the motion lets 
the city explore many options, 
referencing ideas of miaTO-suite 
apartments and artist studios. 

“It's going to be a variety of 
options that we'll be explor¬ 
ing*" he said. “It’s not going to 
be exclusive." 

Ferguson said there will be 
about l.S million square feet of 
emply space over the next IB to 
24 months. Vacancy rates will 
range from 12 to 16 per cent* 
depending on the class of the 
building. 

If the motion passes at coun¬ 
cil next week, Knack said the 
next steps include conversa¬ 
tions with stakeholders* and 
determining where red tape 
can be cut so that transitions 
are seamless. 

“If you're looking to invest* 
Edmonton is a great place to 
invest right now," he said. 

Eerguson said Edmontonians 
can expect change. 

“'rhis is idea generation* real¬ 
time action for the economic 
situation we're in today*’' he 
said. 

“We're excited about it. It's 
nice to see the whole commun¬ 
ity come together now and we 
look, forward to sharing our 
ideas."

City officials are urging driv¬ 
ers and pedestrians to be ex¬ 
tra cautious on the roads' as 
Edmonton's pedestrian fatal¬ 
ity total has climbed into the 
double digits. 

Police reported Friday that 
a 2S-year-old man who was 
struck by the driver of an SUV 
near 113 Avenue and 95 Street 
Thuisciay morning tuid died in 
hospital — marking the 10th 


pedestrian fatality of 2016. 
That puts tdmonlon on pace 
to match last year's total of 
12, which was the highest 
since 2007. 

October and November tend 
to be the worst months for 
pedestrian injuries and fatal¬ 
ities. 

“We have seen a fairly sig¬ 
nificant and steady decrease 
in serious injuries over the 
last several years, so that's a 
good sign. But Vi'hen it comes 
to fatalities, there are just so 
many different factors and 
each case can be so different," 


said Laura Thue, senior re¬ 
search co-ordinator for the 
office of traffic safety. T'hue 
noted distracted driving and 
impaired driving are tivo fac¬ 
tors that can contribute to 
fatalities. 

Acting Staff Sgt. James Mc¬ 
Leod with the Edmonton Police 
Service Major Collision Investi¬ 
gation Unit said impaired ped¬ 
estrians can also be an issue. 

“WTiat 1 would like to see 
is a comparison of how many 
pedestrians are sober, com¬ 
pared to hosv many pedestrians 
are intoxicated,” he said.

A new report that doamients 15 
j'eEus of violence near Canadian 
mines in Lihn Ameiicn sa^Ti the 
federal government is not doing 
enough to addres!^ the problem. 

The study, published Monday, 
thartii 44 deaths, 403 injuries 
and 709 iunests, detentions and 
charges from 2000 to 2015 that 
the authors link to 2ti Canadian 
tompanies’ mining projects in 
13 countries in the region. 

■' The world is taking notke of 
Canadian companies for all the 


wrong reasons," said Shin Imai, 
a law professor at York Univer¬ 
sity’s Osgoode Hall Law School 
and princifKil author of the re¬ 
port, titled The Canada brand: 
Violence and Canadian Mining 
Companies in Latin v\merica. 

"We need a more no bust way 
to hold Gonipanies accountable,’' 
he said. 

Pierre Gratlon, president of 
the Mining Association of Can¬ 
ada , which represents several of 
Canada's largest resource com¬ 
panies, said his members are 
■committed to human rights and 
do disclose vi'orkplace injuries 
and Eitalities in aiuiual sustain¬ 
ability reporting. 

Some Canadian companies 
work in “‘jurisdictions in which 
levels of iFdolence are signifi¬ 
cantly higher, and respect for 


the rule of law lower, than that 
ejtperienced in Canada, which 
is a challenge," Gration said. 
“t>ur members don’t condone 
violence nor, in many of these 
examples, is violence directly 
correlated to operations." 

Ottawa requires that Can¬ 
adian mining companies fol¬ 
low voluntary corporate social 
responsibility (CSR) codes in 
iheir overseas aclhity. The of¬ 
fice of the federal CSR. counsel¬ 
lor iilso works to “reduce and 
constructively resolve" conflicts 
between local communities and 
Canadian compiinies, ITiat office 
does not conduct investigations 
norhaT-'e the poiA'er to sancrion 
companies. 

Most companies subscTibe 
to what is known as “vohin- 
lary principles on security and 


human rights " Gratton said, a 
framework that requires com¬ 
panies to respect human rights, 
including in its dealings with 
police aiid security personnel. 

The repoEt found 33 deaths, 
57 injuries and 37 arrests, deten¬ 
tions imd ctuirges in the dahi 
set that were liiiked to the pro¬ 
jects of publicly listed Cimadian 
companies. 

These cases cannot be in¬ 
dependently s'erified. 

Cimadian securities regula¬ 
tions oblige companies to dis¬ 
close e^^nts thiit may affect the 
niiirket value of their stuires. 
Incidents of violence rruiy not 
necessarily meet that standard 
and no law^ requires companies 
to disclose all incidents that hiip- 
pen near their overseas projects.

Wearing a ^nasty woman' 
shirt without harassment 
is a privilege available 
to white women 


As a bfack woman, I will not 
be wearing a "nasty woman" 
T-shirt. 

In the waning moments of 
the final presidential debate,, 
Donald Trump called Hillairy 
Clinton "such a nasty woman." 
NoWf women — mostly white 
women — are reclaiming 
"nasty woman" and turning it 
into a ca.pitalisl empire: There 
are Nasty Woman cocktails, 
perfumes, tote bags and T- 
shirts. Some have donated 
their proceeds to charity. 
Others, well, just got paid. 

There's an entire "nasty 
woman" economy but my 
credit card will be staying in 
my wallet, 

The word "'nasty™ hyper- 
sexualizesand diminishes 
black women. It'S a term of 
contempt. When the Beckys 
at the top of "Baby Got Back" 
take the measure of the black 
woman in their midst, the 
judgment they arrive at is 
clear; She's a nasty girl. 

"I mean, her butt,, is just 
so big 

I can't believe it's just so 
round, it's like 

Out there, I mean — gross. 

Look! 

She^ just so... blackr 

When they say "she looks 
like a total prostitute," they're 
echoing a racist, misogynist 
iroiM that's much more per¬ 
vasive than you might realize. 

I donY know of a single black 
woman who hasn't l^n mis¬ 
taken for a sex worker. 'Wheth¬ 
er it's ramburwtious white 
boys driving by to ask "How 
much?" or the Paris waiter 


who asked me to sit inside 
instead of alone on the patio, 
we're assumed to be available 
for purc hase, 

ITie freedom to wear a 
■^nasty woman" shirt ■without 
beir>9 sexually accosted and 
harassed Is a privilege avail¬ 
able to white women. 

White feminism can be 
alienating for non-white fem¬ 
inists. As writer Catherine 
Young explains, 'AWhite fem¬ 
inism is a set of belrefs that 
allows for the exclusion of 
issues that specifically affect 
women of colour. 

"It is bne size-fits all' femin¬ 
ism, where middle-class white 
women are the mould that 
others must fit," 

While feminism looks like 
#Leanln when black women 
can't get job interviews be¬ 
cause their nanaes are dif¬ 
ferent. It sounds like Hillary 
Clinton saying "This all started 
in Seneca falls,'' a women's 
rights convention where no 
black women were present. 

Black women and other 
women of colour are routinely 
told that supporting Hillary 
is a feminist requirement 
when surely the only feminist 
requirement is dresses with 
pockets. 'Yeomen of colour are 
being asked to set aside their 
valid oonoerns; we're being 
told to favour our gender over 
our race even when the world 
defines us by both.

The cenversation DonaJd 
Trump held on a. 2005 video- 
tape^ words he deatribed as 
“locker-room talk,"" were def¬ 
initely not the kind of words 
Mobeen Ntjormohamed would 
ever use. 

Flawing nee league hotkey 
with the same guys for more 
than a decade^ Noormohamed 
has seen the locker noom as a 
place to connect with the guys 
he plays wuth. as well as an 
outlet to let off some steam. 

“It is sometimes like a 
venting thing, talking about 
work or about life,'" said 
Noormohamed^ from his 
Stouflflille. Ont. home, ‘'and 
the guys relate to that.^’ 

If they do talk about 
women, especially their 
spouses, it's kept tame. “'Is 
it a lot of ™lgarity.> No, not 
really. At the same time, is it 
stuff that we svould talk about 
with our spouses? Prob^ibly 
not,*^ added Noormohamed, 
a husband and father of tsvo. 

In the Toronto Argonauts 
locker room, they talk about 
everything under the sun. Matt 
Black, the team’s defensive bads 
and kick returner, says he sees 
more guys giving back to the 
communities where they grew 
up thum lining up to the mis¬ 
ogynist label associated with 
the stereotypical locker room 
behaviour attached to 'J'mmp. 

“Just because it happens in 
a locker room doesn't make it 
OK for you to say something 
like that,” said Black,. 

Noormohamed and Black 
have each heard mmimal siilgar 
comments about women in their 
spaces^ but Dr. Margery Holman 
from theDni^'ersity of\^'indsor 
argues that the behaviour is

still very^ common. Research¬ 
ing about women and sport 
for years, Holman has found 
locker-room culture to be his¬ 
torically maledominated, where 
misogynist behaviour can stew. 

She said talking with utter 
vulgarity about women behind 
closed doors sends the messiige 
that feeling and thinking that 
way is OK and enables even 
worse behaviour in men, even 
violence, in the future. 

Recently, many athletes, in¬ 
cluding the HM's Lebron James, 
denounced Trump's comments, 
saying that Ms Cleveland Cav'a- 
liers teammates don't talk about 
women that way. A 2012 survey, 
conducted by the 'liVMte Ribbon 
campaign in Ontario, says 97 
per tent of men thought that 


violence against women was 
unacceptable to them and that 
they have a personal role to play 
in stopping it 

But, Holman argues, those 
voices sdll represent a ‘'vocal 
minority." 

“If you ask athletes,, they 
might be reiuctanl to talk about 
it. Often it's something that’s 
under the table. There's a lot 
of silence that shrouds it," she 
said. Comparing that talk with 
hazing, Holman says the sports 
emaronment is protective and 
that niiiny athletes still don't 
call out other men or confront 
the issue. 

“It's really difficult to stand 
up to it," explained Holman, 
who has studied se.xual harass¬ 
ment as part the universily'’s 


kinesiology department. “The 
majority of men don't engage 
in those behaviours, but we 
need them to speak out against 
others.” 

Mike Schaaf, who co-ordin¬ 
ates the MA.NiPest Change pro¬ 
gram, a men’s ouueach effort or¬ 
ganized bjr the Ottavia Coalition 
to End Violence Against Women, 
has reached out to about 2,000 
people in the Ottawa area and 
thousands more via social media 
to discuss positive definitions 
of masculinity — which foster 
acceptance and builds better 
relationships with others, es¬ 
pecially women. 

Schaaf who estimates that 1 
in 3 women and 1 in 6 boys ex¬ 
perience sexual violence, is well 
aware of the locker-room talk 


and understands the nature of it. 

“As men, we are often under 
pressure to prove ourselves to 
other men by acting tough, brag¬ 
ging about sex with wo-men, 
and showing willingness to use 
violence," he wrote in an email. 
“We aren’t satisfied with that 
definition of manhood because 
it underlies violence against 
women and violence among 
men." 

Working with high school 
and varsity athletes, including 
an active relationship with CtL 
players like Black, Schaaf s work 
aims to better bridge the con¬ 
versation. 

Black feels it’s important, 
now as a father and leader, to 
have these discussions with 
men but to also empower young

CROSSING THE LINE 

Context is 
everything 
in analyzing 
cultural attire 

Geishas are out. Feathered 
headdresses are forbidden. And 
if you're planning to wear a 
hill Cosby or Caitiyn Jenner 
costume, you may not be wel¬ 
come at jour Halloween party 
of choice. 

A growing number of in- 
stitutions are starting to take 
a more proactive approach 
to potentially offensive out¬ 
fits by developing strategies 
and even eKplicit policies to 
prevent people from donning 
controversial getups. 

Costumes depicting specific 
cultural traditions are the most 
common focus of such effortSK 


which are making themselves 
felt in schools and universities. 

The student union at Brock 
University in St. Catharines, 
Ont., recently prepared a list 
of prohibited costumes for its 
annual Hallovt^een bash. The 
list features any form of head- 
dress» costumes chat mock sui¬ 
cide or rape, those depicting 
transgender activist Caitiyn 
Jenner. or outfits featuring 
a culture's traditional attire. 

Such approaches don't al¬ 
ways sit right with groups con¬ 
cerned with issues of censor¬ 
ship. 

The Canadian Civil Liber¬ 
ties AssodEttion says Hallow¬ 
een forces people to walk a 
particularly fine line as they 
juggle cultural sensitivitj^ with 
freedom of expression. 

Equality Frogram Director 
Noa Mendelsohn Ariv said Hal¬ 
loween is steeped in a long 
tradition of social activism 


which would not have been 
possible if participants were 
excessively concerned with 
offending others. 

She said Ehe tradition of 
wearing costumes, far instance, 
often gave repressed members 
of the LGBTQ community op¬ 
portunities to express them¬ 
selves at a time when such 
actions were discouraged. 

Context is everything 
when it comes to cultural cos¬ 
tumes. she said, adding past 
and present social conditions 
can often conspire to make a 
costume feel offensive to the 
group being depicted. 

She said protesters should 
have evety^ right to voice their 
displeasure, but celebrants 
should also be allowed to be 
offensive. 

"We have to be very careful 
not to repress that ki nd of ex¬ 
pression.^ she said. “It’s very 
important there be room for

all kinds of different peisoruil 
and political and subversive 
and dissenting expression, and 
HalloiA'een is a time when that 
really happens." 

Mendelsohn Asiv praised 
one technique pul into practice 
three years ago at McGill Uni¬ 
versity, whose student union 
issued colour-coded tags to 
attendees of its 2014 Hallow¬ 
een party. Green tags meant 
the costume was considered 
appropriate, yellow tags were 
for those whose choice of attire 
was considered questionable, 
and red tags were reser\red for 
those believed to have crossed 
a line into offensive territory. 

Mendelsohn Aviv said so¬ 
cial censure, rather than more 
active punishments, can be an 
effective way to give everyone 
a voice while still expressing 
that certain costumes may be 
in poor taste.
